Monthly Report --Nicosia Bureau- -May 


I. GENERAL 

A. The lease on the new bureau site remains unsigned, since the Archbishop 
of Cyprus has still not obtained the necessary title clearance to obtain a valid 
building permit. We are assured this is only a matter of weeks. In the meantime, 
the Government of Cyprus has approved the leasing of the land for the bureau. 

Bureau personnel are now busy working on the final design of the building with 
the local architect, coordinating with headquarters components as required. We 
hope to have the project ready for construction bids by early July and select a 
contractor in August. If we are successful in meeting this schedule, groundbreaking 
for the project should be in early September. 

B. Security- -The work to inprove the security of bur current premises ; 
progressed substantially during the month: The wall surrounding the grounds was 
heightened and reinforced with steel, and steel barrier gates were installed on 
both driveways into the building’s parking lot. Regrettably, the most cruical 
part of the work- -the placement of steel -reinforced concrete planters at the 
front of the building, its most vulnerable aspect — has been delayed indefinitely 
by a lawsuit brought against the landlord by a commercial tenant on the grounds 
that the planters would be deleterious to his business. 

II. OPERATIONS 

A. Monitorial /Editorial 

1. In response to interest ejpressed first by Liaison and then by AG in the 
possibility that the tone of Egyptian commentary on Libya, particularly in reference 
to Al-Qadhdahafi, has grown more hostile since the 6 April coi^) in Sudan, the bureau 
instituted coverage of the two daily commentaries broadcast by the Cairo Voice of 
the Arabs. A subsequent MOD request led to an open watch on this station, in search 
of two additional anti-Al-Qadhdhafi programs that it was believed to transmit. Only 
one such program was found, despite three attempts to record the radio at various 
post -COB hours. Between 14 May and the end of the month, the bureau continued daily 
coverage of the station's 1815-1830 GMT commentary seeking anti-Al-Qadhdhafi diatribes, 
and spotchecked two additional programs carried by the radio. 

2. The 6-12 May edition of the English language Beirut MCM)AY MORNING magazine 
reported that a "private radio station" has been established by the Syriac League 

in Lebanon; bureau efforts to trace this new station habe been unsuccessful to date. 

B. Technical 


3 X 1400 foot (approx.) long -wire antenna was tem^rarily installed at the 
Remote Site to see if a beverage antenna would improve Lebanese reception, 
rne antenna provided about 20 db gain across the D.C.-30 MHz band and enhanced 
coverage of weak signals. Final plans are being developed to install a beverage 
antenna imder CYTA auspices.
